Legally Eligible to Position 


of Secretary of State 


TAFT'S WHITE HOUSE VISIT 


Has Two-Hour Conference With Presi- 


dent, In Which Canal Board of En- 


gineers Participate—Report of In- 


vestigators Has Hearty Approval of 


Roosevelt—Newspaper Men 
Asked 


to Take Kinks Out of Taft 


Washington, Feb. 17.—In the opin- 


ion of President-Elect Taft, Philand- 
er C. Knox Is now legally eligible to 
receive the appointment of secretary 
of state. That he will be the premier 
in the Taft cabinet was again positive- 
ly stated by Taft last night 
at 
the 


White House, the statement being 
made after two conferences between 
the president-elect and Knox. 


Mr. Taft went further and gave it 


as his opinion that no court could en- 
tertain an action based on the consti- 
tutionality of Knox's coming appoint- 
ment, for the reason that the first 
question that would arise in such a 
proceeding would be whether Knox 
was a "de facto" official of the gov- 
ernment. 
This question, he main- 


tained, would have to be answered in 
the affirmative, and there the proceed- 
ings would end. 


Jit was 7 o'clock last night when Mr. 


i'aft emerged from the president's of- 
fice, having ended a two hours' con- 
ference with Mr. Roosevelt, partici- 
pated in by the board of engineers, 
.hi. the outer office he was discussing 
the canal 
report, 
which 
he 
was 


pleased to say was unanimous, and 
hafl stated his 
position 
regarding 


Knox's appointment to a gathering of 
newspaper 
correspondents 
when 


President Roosevelt came out. 


The president stood for a moment 


unobserved, but with an expression 
of: pleasurable enjoyment on his face 
as;the questions were being hurled at 
the president-elect. 
• 


"I would just like to see you take a 


few:kinks out of him," he remarked to 
the correspondents, as he advanced 
and took hold of the lapel of the Taft 
coat. 
"This dpes me good." 
Then 


addressing Taft 
the 
president 
In- 


quired: "Am I going to see you tomor- 
row?" 


There were a. few "questions" Taft 


admitted he would like to talk over at 
tile-White House in the morning, and 
an engagement was made. 
Then the 


president slipped hisj arm- through 
that, of the big Ohioan and led him 
doiiii the steps of the executive of- 
ficesk and the two conversed for some 
minutes, after which Taft stepped into 
his;.automoblle and the president start- 
ed lor his walk. 


Before leaving the White House Taft 


explained that the report of the board 
of engineers was intended to give a 
general and comprehensive view of the 
canal situation. 
The members of the 


board are to make a supplementary 
report later 
to 
Colonel 
Goethals, 


which will deal with a number of pure- 
ly technical 
engineering 
questions, 


such as the amount of cement to be 
used-in various lock constructions, the 
lock machinery, and such matters. It 
was stated upon authority that Presi- 
dent Roosevelt heartily approves the 
report. 


Mr. Taft will leave this afternoon 


for Cincinnati.

The fire, which spread with incred- 


ible rapidity through 
the 
immense 


wooden and adobe structure, was due 
to the carelessness and inexperience of 
the operator of the moving picture 
machine. There was an explosion, a 
burst of flame, which communicated 
to the bunting used for decorative pur- 
poses, and In a few minutes the entire 
structure was a mass of fire. 


The flames started practically over 


the main entrance. 
The exits were 


all In the front part of the building, 
which was almost immediately turned 
into a wall of fire, so that the people 
were trapped in the burning building. 
The people in a frenzied panic tried 
to run the gauntlet 
of 
flame, 
but 


where oue escaped scores of others 
perished. 
As nearly always in catas- 


trophes of the kind the women and 
children suffered most, comprising a 
majority of the dead. 


The search of the ruins has thus far 


revealed 
no 
recognizable

forms.

have been taken from the ruins, and 
as there was no chance of identifying 
these remains all have boon burled in 
a common trench by the municipal au-" 
thorities.

ever, stilled the screams and groans 
of the fighting, panic-stricken audi- 
ence. 


The firemen and the crowds on the 


outside who had been attracted to the 
scene could do nothing to heip the 
people in the burning building and 
were compelled lo stand helpless and 
watch the theatre with its human con- 
tents burn.

ten minutes there were no cries heard 
and Hipre was no noise save that made 
by the spurting and crackling flames.

turned into a large long flume and 
i'=td to float great logs from the for- 
ce' to the lumber mills.
